Suggested Duration: 50-60 min. 

Content Objective: Students identify and analvze persuasive techniques in speeches and their effect on the reader. 


Mini Lesson

1. Writing Appetizer. 

2. Introduce Performance Indicator: "After a reading a famous speech, analyze 
the writer's use of evidence and rhetorical devices. Create a T-Chart 
depicting the analysis and the effect on the reader." Clarify expectations as 
needed. 

3. Distribute copies of speech and provide background information as 
appropriate. 

4. Play audio or read speech aloud to the class. Instruct all students to read 
along and listen for rhetorical devices and structures as well as emotional, 
ethical, or logical appeals. 

5. Have students create a T-Chart in the Reader's Notebook. Ask: What is the 
author's position? Who is the intended audience of the speech? 

Discuss responses as students record the information at the top of their T- 
Chart. The Reader's Notebook page might be set up like this:
